True, one might say the same thing ot 
the people of the I'nited States or of 
jmy other country, but the struggle for 
existence here and 111 northern Siberia 
•is so different that there Is no ground 
for comparison. The tribes given to 
.this form of patricide are the Chuk- 
•ches, Asiatic Ksklmo, and one or two 
others living along the coast of tha 
:Arctlc ocean to the west o£ the Chuk- 
ches. The Ynkuts. Tungooses and other 
tribes living immediately to the south 
.are, so far as I have been able to learn, 
not given to this peculiar and revolting 
.practice. 


"Now, the country in which these 


•Chukches live is so extremely barren, 
cold and desolate that unless those who 
-dwell within its borders secure and 
store away great quantities of Import- 
ed supplies from Russia, China or some 
.other outside source or else maintain 
•large herds of reindeer they are almost 
certain to experience periods of faui- 
dne, and as the Chukches do neither it 
'.follows that they are constantly on the 
iverge of starvation. The fish and gamo 
:ln this the coldest region on earth are 
ilimlted. Even the wild reindeer, elk. 
ibear, walrus and seal, animals iu- 
•ured to cold nnd Indigenous to high lat- 
itudes, are exceedingly scarce and not 
inear so common as they are farther 
south and west, so that under these 
conditions the country cannot support 
•more than a very limited population of 
Uiuuters and fishers, 
i "To continue in existence under these 
conditions the Chukches have adopted 
uneans peculiar and original. In their 
own savage and cold blooded way they 
ihave reasoned out that in order to es- 
cape famine the population must be 
(kept within limits and that the pres- 
ence In (he community of men too old 
to hunt deer, walrus and bear and wo- 
anen

robbed of the strength and faculty to 
;dress skins, prepare food and build 
ilodges is a menace to the welfare of 
•those who can and a serious burden on 
the community at large. Therefore the

Section 2 of the aci provides i:i sub- 


stance that all loan.- secured by mort- 
gage upon teal estate shall for the, 
p',ir[K'se.s of assessment ami taxation 
be deemed an interest in the mort- 
gaged premises, and shall be assessed 
as such and nut otherwise. 


The effect of this is to change the 


character of such loans and credits 
from personal property to real pro- 
perty and no longer assessable where 
the "creditor resides, but assessable 
where the morlgaged premises are sit- 
uated, and assessable only as a part of 
the mortgaged premises. 


Section 3 provides that at the option 


of the owner of the land, both the 
mortgage interest and the owner's 
interest may be assessed together the 
same as if there were no mortgage 
upon the lands at all. I wish to say 
right here, before saying anything 
further about the law, that this is the 
most advisable course to pursue in 
every instance, and the assessor should

so inform the owner of the land if 
necessarv in order to impress that fact 
upon him. 


My principal reason for so advising 


is tlie fact that in almost every, if not 
in every mortgage, there is a printed 
contract that the owner of the land 
will pay all taxes of whatever nature, 
general or special, which may 
be 


assessed against the land during the 
life of the mortgage. 


By referring back to Section 2 of 


the act it will be readily seen that the 
law has made debts or loans as well as 
the mortgage securing the same an 
interest in, and a part Of the rca 
estate and taxable only as such, and 
all such taxes the borrower has agreed 
that he will pay. 


It is true that there are other sec- 


tions of the law which provide thai in 
case the two interests are separately 
assessed against the lands, and the 
owner of the lands pays the taxes, 
that in the settlement between him- 
self and the party from whom he bor- 
rowed the money, he may charge up 
against the mortgage and take credit 
to himself for the amount of the 
taxes and costs accruing thereon, 
which were assessed against the mort- 
gaged interest. 


The Constitution provides that the 


legislature shall pass no law impair- 
ing the obligation of contracts. 


The provisions of this new law per- 


mitting the borrower to charge back 
such taxes so paid by him would be in 
violation of the contract previously 
entered into between the borrower and 
the lender. 


There are many other serious diffi- 


culties in the way of administering 
the law. 


To illustrate: There is no practical 


way to ascertain the amount remain- 
ing- unpaid upon any mortgage, and 
there may also be a serious dispute 
between the parties in respect to that. 


The assessor cannot act judicially to 


settle such disputes, and it would 
therefore be impossible for him to 
ascertain the separate value of the two 
interests, 


Again, there might be a mortgage 


for the same indebtedness covering a 
large number of different parcels of 
reai estate situated in several different 
counties remote from each ether, und 
there is no provision for adjusting the 
amount of mortgage interest as be- 
tween these several different and re- 
mote parcels of land. 


There are many other serius difficul- 


ties, but taken all together it seems to 
me that this new law practically ex- 
empts real estate securities from taxa- 
tion, because if taxed under this law 
the owner of the lands must still pay 
the taxes, and such securities cannot 


-• be assessed to the holder as personal 


property. 


It not only docs this, but it fails to 


exempt chattle mortgage securities, 
and fails to exempt debts which are 
only secured by promissory notes, or 
not secured at all, which seems to me 
to be an unjust discrimination. For 
these reasons I advise that mortgaged 
real estate be assessed just the same 
as if not mortgaged at all, and that 
debts secured by mortgage on real 
estate be entirely omitted from the 
assessment rolls.

Similar work is being carrict 
on near Harrisburg, Pa., with chcst- 
mtl poles.

Montana, and at Sheridan, Wyoming, 
the seasoning- tests with lodgepole 
pine, begun last summer in coopera- 
tion with the Burlington 
Railroad,

SPEECHES THAT LIVE. 


Oratorio Trlumiilin That Staml tins- 


It is often .said that if a speech reads: 


well it is not a jwwl speech. 
There- 


may be some truth In it. The reader 
cannot, of course, got the impression; 
wjik'h the speaker conveys by look and 
tone and gesture, lie lacks that mar- 
velous intlnence by which in a great 
assembly the emotion of every individ- 
ual soul is multiplied by the emotion of 
every other. The reader can pause anil. 
dwell upon the thoujrht. If there be a 
fallacy, he is not hurried away to do. 
something else before he can detect it.. 
So, also, his more careful and deliber- 
ate criticism will disc-over offenses of 
stylo and taste which pass unheeded in 
a speech when uttered. 
But still the- 


great oratork- triumphs of literature 
and history stand the test of reading in. 
the closet as well as of hearing in the 
assembly.

Dr. Bogaras, the distinguished Rus- 


sian anthropologist, who is now in this 
•country, recently returned from a six 
years' sojourn among the tribes of 
northern Siberia, tells an interesting 
story of the revolting custom of the 
northern savages of killing the older 
members of the trib,? whom advancing 
years have rendered unfit for partici- 
pation in the chase and other activities 
by which the savasres supply them- 
selves with food. 


"The life of the north Siberian sav 


age," said the doctor, "is one long, ur> 


upon murdering hie father as a duty 
as sacred and necessary as that of 
obeying his directions and heeding his 
counsels. For a KOU to refuse to kill hia 
father when the latter becomes too old 
and infirm to hunt would be as great a 
scandal among the Chukches as the 
murder of a father by his son in this 
country. Were such a thing to happen 
tlie father of the 
unnatural youth 


would drive him from the family lodge, 
the other relatives would disown and 
ostracize him, and the tribe would ban- 
ish him to the wilderness to die an 
outcast whom none dare feed or shel- 
ter for fear of sharing in hi^ disgrace 
and punishment. To kill his father 
when the hitter becomes too old to 
hunt is a duty that no Chukche diuuius 
of shirking. 


"I had heard of this practice bel'oiv 1 


ever entered 
Chukeheland and. !il:e 


most people of that time, was rather 
skeptical and inclined to view the mat- 
ter as a thing exaggerated, to say the 
least of it. but I was not with the 
tribe many* months before I realized 
that other travelers and explorers who 
had visited the outskirts of this region 
had told only half the story.

China or some 
other outside source or else maintain 
Inrge herds of reindeer they are almost 
certain to experience periods of fam- 
ine, and as the Chukches do neither it 
follows that they are constantly on the 
tTergo of starvation. The fish and game 
in this the coldest region on earth are 
limited. Even the wild reindeer, elk, 
bear, walrus and seal, animals in- 
ured to cold and indigenous to hii:h hit- j 
Itudes, are exceedingly scarce and not 
oiear so common as they are farther 
south and west, so that under these 
conditions the country cannot support 
•more than a very hunted population of 
(hunters and tishers. 
, "To continue in i \istence under these 
conditions the Chukehes have adopted 
•means peculiar and original. In their

Information to Assessors. 


In the matter of Chapter 378 con- 


eermntv the assessment oi mort^ag-es. 


There are so many questions asked, 


and so much difference of opinion 
existing-, concerning the application 
of the law. that 1 have concluded it 
advisable to put my views a< fully as 
lean, without rendering myself liable 
for contempt, in the form of a letter 
and send a copy to each as-.es.sor, so 
that the interpretation of the law may 
be uniform thru out our county. 


Section 2 of the act provides in sub- 


stance that all loan-, secured by mort- I 
gag^e upon teal otate shall for the | 
purposes, of assessment and taxation 
be deemed an interest in the mort- 
o-atfed premises, and shall be assessed 
as "such and not otherwise. 


The effect of this is to change the 


character of such loans and credits 
from personal property to real pro- 
perty and no longer assessable where 
the "creditor resides, but assessable 
•where the mortgaged premises are sit- 
uated, and assessable only as a part of 
the mortg-ag-ed premises. 


Section 3 pro%rides that at the option 


of the owner of the land, both the 
mortgage interest and the owner's 
interest may be assessed together the 
same as if there were no mortgage 
upon the lands at all. 
I wish to say 
right here, before saying anything 
further about the law, that this is the 
most advisable course to pursue in 
every- instance, and the assessor should 
so inform the owner of the land if 
necessary in order to impress that fact 
upon him. 


My principal reason for so advising 


is the fact that in almost every, if not 
in every mortgage, there is a printed 
contract that the owner of the land 
will pay all taxes of whatever nature, 
general or special, which may be 
assessed against the land during the 
life of the mortgage. 


By referring back to Section 2 of 


the "act it will be readily seen that the 
law has made debts or loans as well as 
the mortgage securing the same an 
interest in, and a part of the real 
estate and taxable only as such, and 
all such taxes the borrower has agreed 
that he will pay. 
It is true that there are other sec- 


tions of the law which provide that in 
case the two interests are separately 
assessed against the lands, and the 
owner of the lands pays the taxes, 
that in the settlement between him- 
self and the party from whom he bor- 
rowed the money-, he may charge tip 
against the mortgage and take credit 
to himself for the amount of the 
taxes and costs 
accruing 
thereon, 


•which were assessed against the mort- 
gaged interest. 


The Constitution provides that the 


legislature shall pass no law impair- 
ing the obligation of contracts. 


The provisions of this new law per- 


mitting the borrower to charge back 
such taxes so paid by him %vould be in 
violation of the contract previously 
entered into between the borrower and 
the lender. 
There are many other serious diffi- 


culties in the way of administering 
the law. 
To illustrate: 
There is no practical 


•way to ascertain the amount remain- 
ing unpaid upon any mortgage, and 
there may also be a serious dispute 
between the parties, in respect to that. 


The assessor cannot act judicially to 


settle such disputes, and it would 
therefore be impo&slble for him to 
ascertain the separate value of the two 
interests, 


Again, there might be a mortgage 


for the same indebtedness covering a 
large number of different parcels of 
real estate situated in several different 
counties remote from each ether, und 
there is no provision for adjusting the 
amount of mortgage interest as be- 
tween these several different and re- 
mote parcels of land. 


There are many other serins difiicul- 


ties, but taken all together it seems to

to be an unjust discrimination

these reasons I advise that mortgaged 
real c-sto.tc be assessed just the same 
as if not mortgaged at all. and that 
debts secured by mortgage on real 
estate be entirely omitted from the 
assessment rolls.

spread of the rural frcedelivery system 
is the miserable roads of the country. 
So far the system has only been ex- 
tended to communities blessed with 
good roads. Among the many com- 
munities demanding the introduction 
of the sy-tem. the Postoilice depart- 
ment ha's been 
able to .select those 


which have good roads, either as a. re- 
sult of favorable natural conditions or 
superior wealth. The less favorable 
communities which 'nave been passed 
by have consoled themselves with the 
though: that their 
turn would soon 


eome. 


Disappointment. 


But when these disappointed com- 


munities and 
their 
number is in- 


creasing very rapidly -15 nd out that 
they are permanently barred from en- 
joying the beiielits of free delivery, on 
account of the condition of their road», 
a cry of indignant opposition will be 
raised: and it will grow into an angry 
roar, above which it is doubtful if the 
friends of free delivery can be heard.

These be-long to 
the domain of physiological chemistry 
nud, if not so sensational as those 
which were imputed to him a year or 
two ago, may in time prove equally 
Important. 
As the result of recent

l»r. Loeb concludes that 
the 


twitching of muscles in St. Vitus' dance 
is due to u lack of the proper amount 
of ralciiim hi the patient's blood or to 
its being present in a condition of so- 
lution. 
Thus by injecting into a frog 


some chemical agent which uxnild pre- 
cipitate or neutralize the- calcium al- 
ready there one of the biologist's as- 
sistants indutrd the symptoms in ques- 
tion. Then iliese were allayed by in- 
jecting more calcium. A larger quan- 
tity of that element, the doctor says. 
seems to be necessary for twitchinu'S 
that arise from a disorder of the cen- 
tral nervous system than for those 
whicit have a purely muscular origin; 
but he believes that lie has found a 
clew to the effective treatment not 
only of the malady specified, but also 
of insomnia, locomotor ataxia and kin- 
dred troubles, which as yet bailie med- 
ical skill.

discovery, this will need corroboration 
by independent and competent experts 
before it can be accepted, says the 
New York Tribune. 
The world does 


not now implicitly trust any one in- 
vestigator or observer, no matter how 
gifted, experienced and honest. 
The 


manner in which DI-. Barrows' an- 
nouncement concerning formalin and 
blood poisoning has been treated by 
his professional brethren illustrates the 
point. 
Ira practically all kinds of sci- 


entific inquiry there are possibilities of 
error in method and misinterpretation 
of facts. 
Repetition of the experi- 


ments by others and perhaps the ex- 
tension of their scope are necessary 
before their significance can be fully 
grasped. Some of Dr. Loeb's own work, 
indeed, has been susceptible of more 
than one explanation, and it has occa- 
sionally been suggested that he had 
failed to exclude other agencies which 
would produce the effects which he as- 
signed to chemical stimulus.
